BALTIMOfUS/ Md. (APHrLeaders o f Baltimo re’s 
Negro co mmunity ex pressed sho cked surprise to day 
at statements by it Baltimo re atto rney and lo ng-time 
co urtro o m champio n o f Negro rights that he o ppo sed 
“ any further ex tensio n o f civ il rights” fo r Negro es. 
The atto rney , Leo nard Kerple­ 
man, said in a letter published by the 
Baltimo re Ev ening Sun Wednesday 
that the rio ts in Lo s Angeles Watts 
area “ disgusted me and sickened me 
as a human being.”

io n Co mmittee, which suppo rts Clark’s co ntentio n

If the predo minantly Negro 
v o tes are co unted, then Baker wo uld 
win the primary by a clear majo rity , 
thus av o iding a May 31 runo ff elec­ 
tio n fo r the party ’s no minatio n fo r 
sheriff.

Assemblymen 
Ask For Aid 
On Asparagus 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Two 
assemblymen, declaring efforts 
to recruit workers have failed, 
have appealed to Gov. Brown to 
help save the San Joaquin Coun­ 
ty white asparagus crop. 
Republican Assemblymen Rob­ 
ert T. Monagan of Tracy and 
John G. Veneman of Modesto 
asked Brown to contact the 
President and the secretary of 
labor “ to impress them with the 
gravity of the situation.” 
The lawmakers said yesterday 
that the San Francisco and Los 
Angeles labor markets haven’t 
produced enough workers. 
Brown replied that if the as­ 
semblymen convince growers to 
meet the $1.40 hourly minimum 
wage demanded by the govern­ 
ment for workers, “ I will fly 
back to Washington, if neces­ 
sary, to get prompt action.” 
He insisted that the growers 
must meet the minimum wage. 
•“ The growers know it. You 
"know i t .. . The chances of get­ 
ting braceros are slim unless 
the growers” meet the mini­ 
mum wage, Brown said. 
The labor shortage, they said, 
could cut production in half in 
the county — which produces 85 
per cent of the world’s white 
asparagus crop. They said this 
year’s production could amount 
to half a million cases, com­ 
pared with one million in 1965 
and 2Vt million in 1964.

GOP Leaders Reluctantly 
Agree To Move On Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
Assembly’s Republican leader 
said today he opposes the latest 
compromise plan to avoid a tax 
hike but indicated the GOP is 
ready to lift its budget blockade, 
anyway. 
Minority Leader Robert T. 
Monagan, R - Tracy, made the 
statement as lawmakers pre­ 
pared to send all their unsolved 
problems to conference commit­ 
tees where final agreements will 
be made behind closed doors. 
Monagan, optimistic a settle­ 
ment was in sight, said “ most 
of the major issues are moving 
in the direction of resolution.” 
“ I’m not very much in favor 
of the program,” he said of the 
compromise. 
Approved by the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee yesterday, the plan would 
make some $240 million avail­ 
able by accruing—or counting in 
advance — half of the expected 
personal income tax revenues. 
This would be on top of the 
$243 million that would come 
from Democratic Gov. Brown’s 
plan to count the sales, inherit­ 
ance and other taxes in ad­ 
vance. 
All told, it would give the Fi­ 
nance Department about $483 
million without raising taxes in 
an election year — all available 
for making up a budget deficit 
of about $250 million* reducing 
a $295 million state construction 
bond issue; putting aside a sur­ 
plus or boosting school aid. 
Assembly Speaker J e s s e M. 


Unruh and Assembly Republi­ 
cans had advocated including 
all the personal income tax in 
the new accrual system. Brown 
had said only part of the state 
revenues should be counted in 
advance. 
But he agreed to meet them 
halfway, putting at least 5 0 per 
cent of the income tax under 
accrual. The plan was quickly 
approved by the Assembly Rev­ 
enue and Taxation Committee, 
with most Republicans dissent­ 
ing. The Assembly may vote 
Monday. 
“ The governor doesn’t agree 
with it, but agreed on it to keep 
the bill moving,” said John 
Sheehan, deputy director of fi­ 
nance. 


Monagan reiterated the GOP 
still wants all income taxes in­ 
cluded in the system — along 
with reduction of the construc­ 
tion bond issue, budget cuts of 
at least $55 million and a re­ 
serve fund. 
But he conceded the Republi­ 
cans—outnumbered 49-31 in the 
house—can’t prevent Democrats 
from mustering the 41 votes 
needed for approval of the ac 
crual bill. 
And 
he 
emphasized 
“ we’ll 


look at the budget as a separate 
item,” indicating the Republi­ 
cans will not refuse to vote for 
the budget if their other terms 
are not fully met. A two-thirds 
majority of 54 is needed for As­ 
sembly approval of the spending 
bill and the GOP has refused, 
so far, to supply the five votes 
needed for passage. 
He said the Republican budget 
cutting p r o g r a m , to be an­ 
nounced Monday, will be “ pret­ 
ty definitive,” but added the 
Republicans are willing to talk 
about revising it. 
Plans were afoot for confer­ 
ence committeeson every issue 
—the bonds, the accrual plan 
and a constitutional revision 
that could clear the way for a 
tripling of legislative salaries. 
The Senate and the Assembly 
are expected to come up with 
different versions of all the is­ 
sues. 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee yesterday approved the con­ 
stitutional revision in a form 
unacceptable to the Assembly. 
Stripped away were Assembly 
backed provisions dealing with 
the executive and j u d i c i a l 
branches and a limitation on 
legislative pensions. 


Attorneys Assail Yorty 
On Proposition 14 Remark 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Mayor 
Samuel W. Yorty was assailed 
yesterday by three top-ranking 
lawyers for his attacks against 
decisions of the State Supreme 
Court and one of the attorneys 
said he might seek disbarment 
proceedings against the mayor. 


Attoney 
Glendon Tremaine, 
president of the county Bar As­ 
sociation, and attorneys Herman 
F. Selvin and Samuel O. Pruitt 
Jr., defended the high court 
from Yorty’s “ Uunfair, unjusti­ 
fied and inaccurate” statements. 


Tremaine told a news confer­ 
ence that the mayor’s “ zeal for 
high office does not justify a 
libel of the Supreme Court of 
this state.” 


Yorty, seeking the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
June 7 primary, said Wednesday 
that the high court had violated 
“ the spirit, if not the letter,” of 
the law by “ delaying it deci­ 
sion on Proposition 14,” the 1964 
ballot measure which invali­ 
dated the state’s fair housing 
laws. 


The mayor had implied that 
the court was holding up its 
decision until after the primary 
as a favor to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown, himself a candidate for 


nomination for re-election to his 
third term. 
Selvin and Pruitt had argued 
against and for constitutionality 
of the amendment respectively. 
Selvin said “ to falsely pub­ 
lish a court decision has been 
held to be contempt of court 
and the law should be applied 
to Mayor Yorty, just like any­ 
one else.” 
He said Yorty, also an attor­ 
ney, libeled the court by charg­ 
ing it haf been “ perverted for 
political purposes.” 
Selvin said that “ this is des­ 
picable conduct. Being a candi­ 
date does not relieve Yorty of 
his duties as a lawyer.” 


The attroney noted that bar 
associations 
can 
recommend 
court discipline of their mem­ 
bers “ up to and including dis­ 
barment. 
“ I have not decided whether 
or not to ask the Los Angeles 
County Bar Association to take 
action,” Selvin said, “ but if I 
wake up some morning and find 
I’ve decided to do just that, it 
won’t surprise me a bit.” 


Attorney Phill Silver, one of 
Yorty’s long-time political sup­ 
porters, termed the mayor’s as­ 
sault on the court “ scandalous, 
unfair and unjustified.”

Slow, But Thrilling 


POINT MUGU (AP) - Its a 
little slow to be ideal under 
fire, but the Air Force’s new 
snatch-and-run 
rescue 
system 
promises to be a great sport for 
the jet set. 


Land and sea pickups of six 
men in the past three days av­ 
eraged about 40 minutes per 
rescue. 


That’s a long time to adver­ 
tise — with a light balloon nec­ 
essary to the operation — the 
presence of a downed flier or a 
reconnaissance team awaiting 
recovery from enemy territory. 
But everyone of the six volun­ 
teers jerked skyward from des­ 
ert or raft found the experience 
so exhilerating that he wanted 
to do it again.

Supervisor Candidates Wax 
Iföt At Terra Linda Meet

Three candidates for county 
jsupervjsor from the First Dis- 
" ^rict tore into each other last 
" night at a candidates’ night at 
t Jie Terra L i n d a Recreation 
Center. 
rJohn F. Mclnnis. former may­ 
or of San Rafael, declared that 
one of his opponents, Dr. Wil­ 
liam F. Upton, “ charged me 
with favoring the filling of the 
bay.” 
“This is a flat lie!” Mclnnis 
fumed. 
Dr. Upton, in turn, declared 
that Mclnnis, 
while mayor, 
“grabbed the best part of Terra 
Linda for a tax base and did 
very little for the rest.” 
And Melvin Warenback, also 
in the same race, took a few 
swings at Mclnnis. He said San 
Rafael sold its municipal yacht 
harbor at a cheap price and had 
to buy it back for a high price. 
“And they took away the little 
league field and turned it into 
a parking lot.” 
Referring to the last city elec­ 
tion for mayor, Warenback 
crowed: 
“The people of San Rafael re­ 
jected Dr. Aby, Mr. Mclnnis’s 
candidate, and put in my honor­ 
ary chairman, Paul Bettini” as 
mayor. 
The heated exchange among 
the three highlighted an other­ 
wise quiet meeting sponsored by 
the Greater San Rafael Democr­ 
atic Club. C. Roy Calder, presi­ 
dent of the club, presided. About 
70 attended. 
m Here are some of the other 
«statements made by the super- 
^iSoral candidates: 


Mclnnis—During his term as 
Councilman and mayor of San 
Rafael, the city made great 
strides in street improvements, 
offstreet parking, underground 
-etorm drains, library addition, 
¡¡new city hall, and improved

¡¡and paid for, said Mclnnis, while

Robert E. Mertle, Santa

Assemblyman William T. Bag- 
ley, R-San Rafael, “ is not giving 
us any representation at all.”

do u bt abo u t it, President Ly n­ 
do n B. Jo hnso n’s “creativ e 
federalism” is go ing to create 
mo re federalism, no t mo re 
state-ism. 
The President will so o n send 
to Co ngress his message o n 
this su bject. 
Ho wev er he defines “crea­ 
tiv e federalism,” there will be 
mo re federal grants-in-aid to 
the states, mo re federal in­ 
flu ence in deciding what state 
go v ernment o u ght to do fo r 
its p eo p le, mo re federal co n­ 
tro l, and a co nstantly bigger 
central go v ernment. 


MOST PEOPLE do n’t like 
this ev er-larger flo w o f p o wer 
to Washingto n bu t seem to 
feel that it is ho p eless to try 
to do any thing abo u t it. 
If the o nly way to enable 
the states to p ro v ide the p u blic 
serv ices which are u rgently 
needed—and o ften lo ng neg­ 
lected—is fo r the federal go v ­ 
ernment to lay o u t the p lans, 
p ro v ide mo st o f the mo ney , 
and su p erv ise ho w it is sp ent, 
there wo u ld be a stro ng case 
fo r do ing mo re o f the same. 
The p rice wo u ld be heav y — 
the decay o f state go v ernment. 
Bu t there is ano ther way and 
no w is a p ro p itio u s mo ment fo r 
the go v ernments, the state leg­ 
islatu res, and the may o rs to 
mo u nt a natio nal camp aign to 
p ersu ade Co ngress and, if p o s­ 
sible, the President, to su p p o rt 
the p lan to retu rn to the states 
a mo derate share o f the bu r­ 
geo ning federal rev enu e. 


THIS IS THE cru cial time to 
p ress the rev enu e-sharing p lan 
fo r three reaso ns:

2. The afflu ent federal go v ­ 
ernment has so p re-emp ted ttlfe 
so u rces o f tax inco me that to ­ 
day there is hardly a state 
which has the reso u rces to do 
the things needed to be do ne. 
Witho u t any increase id the 
tax rate, federal rev enu es are 
mo u nting by $6 to $7 billio n 
ev ery y ear. Mo st o f the states 
which critically need to ex ­ 
p and sp ending are p o v erty - 
stricken. 
3. We are almo st certainly 
at the p o int o f no retu rn. 
Either we will hav e a meaning­ 
fu l rev enu e-sharing p lan o r the 
federal go v ernment will in 
creasingly take o v er mo re and 
mo re fu nctio ns that sho u ld be 
do ne by states simp ly since 
the states do no t hav e the 
reso u rces. 


IN THE END this will mean 
that nearly all p o litical p o wer 
will rest in Washingto n and 
the states will beco me mere 
administrativ e agents. 
This rev enu e - sharing p lan 
has its ro o ts in bo th p arties. 
Its p rincip al initiato rs were 
Walter E. Heller, fo rmer chair­

It has been ably adv o cated

Huge Construction 
Projects For Asia

WASHINGTON - Military 
co nstru ctio n in So u th Vi e t 
Nam and Thailand is being ex ­ 
p anded by 50 p er cent to $1.5 
billio n and greatly sp eeded u p 
to take care o f a big bu ild-u p 
o f U. S. military fo rces in the 
two co u ntries. 
By fall, the labo r fo rce em­ 
p lo y ed in Viet Nam is slated 
to to tal mo re than 85,000, in­ 
clu ding 20,000 U.S. military 
and 5,000 civ ilian p erso nnel. 


THIS CONSTRUCTION fo rce 
will ap ro x imately do u ble the 
4 5,000 no w wo rking o n air­ 
fields, p o rts, do cks, ro ads, 
bridges, wareho u ses, canto n­ 
ments and air defenses fo r 
majo r So u th Viet Nam cities. 
Other wo rkers o n these p ro j­ 
ects will inclu de 60,000 Viet­ 
namese, half o f who m will be 
fro m Army u nits, and 10,000 
Ko reans and Filip ino s. 
Co nstru ctio n p e rs o nne l in 
Thailand will be increased 
fro m 10,000 to 20,000 to ru sh 
to co mp letio n a netwo rk o f air, 
nav al and co mmu nicatio n in­ 
stallatio ns and facilities fo r 
u se in the Viet Nam fighting. 
These and o ther still-to -be- 
disclo sed details o f the ex ­ 
p anded military bu ilding p ro ­ 
gram in su p p o rt o f Viet Nam 
o p eratio ns were o u tlined by 
President Jo hnso n and Defense 
Secretary McNamara at 
a 
White Ho u se co nference with 
Demo cratic co ngressio nal lead­ 
ers. 


THE LEGISLATORS were

Other majo r installatio ns, 
inclu ding o f fo u r jet airfields 
and harbo r facilities and sto r» 
are areas near Saigo n, will no t 
be finished u ntil 1967. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA 
stressed that co mp letio n o f 
these p ro jects will largely de­ 
termine the nu mber o f tro o p s 
and eq u ip ment the U. S. can 
su p p o rt in Viet Nam. 
Listed as u nder co nstru ctio n 
are 14 airfields and p o rts near 
Da Nang, Chu Lai, Qu i Nho n, 
Nha Trang, Phan Rang, Vu ng 
Tau and Tan San Nhu t. The 
site fo r a large jet base, cap -’ 
able o f handling the strategic 
B-52 bo mbers, is still to be 
selected.

Under the acceler­ 
ated p ro gram, p ip elines and 
sto rage facilities with co nnect­ 
ing ro ads will be co mp leted 
this y ear instead o f 1967.

Three o ther airfields in no rth­ 
ern Thailand, no w being u sed 
fo r bo mbing attacks o n No rth 
Viet Nam and the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in Lao s, are u nder­ 
go ing ex tensiv e ex p ansio n and 
imp ro v ement. 
Desp ite t h i s tremendo u s

p ro fit co rp o ratio n , when we 
were try in g to fin an ce the 
Ju v en ile Hall an d Co u n ty 
Farm imp ro v emen ts. 
He to ld u s there was a “fin d­ 
ers fee” an d that in additio n 
to the in terest there were 
man y o ther carry in g charges 
(ex tra p o in ts, etc.)

Marin Wants More Conventions, 
Needs Buildings To House Them

Conv entions, which would be 
a natural industry for Marin, 
hav e been turned away for lack 
of facilities, according to Ray 
C. Schultz, chairman of the con­ 
v ention and facilities commit­ 
tee of the Marin Visitors Bur­ 
eau. 
___ 
“ We’re not out for large con- 
v entions,” Schultz said last ev e­ 
ning at a dinner meeting of the 
committee at Sabella’s restaur­ 
ant. 
“ We want the ov erflow 


from San Francisco, 
conv en­ 
tions of 200-300-400, up to 1,000.” 
The Veterans Memorial Audi­ 
torium at the Civ ic Center will 
prov ide some facilities for con­ 
v entions, “ but we’re still lack­ 
ing housing,” Schultz said. “ If 
we had the facilities, we could 
hav e the conv entions.” 
Schultz said the committee is 
seeking a means of financing 
conv ention facilities in conjunc­ 
tion with the memorial auditor­ 


ium. 
Ralph Dev ine, a representa­ 
tiv e of the Six Bay Counties De­ 
v elopment Corp., a small busi­ 
ness dev elopment corporation, 
said federal economic dev elop­ 
ment funds would be av ailable. 
“ You could form a special tax 
district or a non-profit corpora­ 
tion or there could be priv ate 
financing,” he said. 
There were strenuous objec­ 
tions when Dev ine said the 


county could finance a motel 
near the Veterans Memorial. 
“ I was using the term county 
loosely ,” he ex plained. 
“ But 
y ou hav e to hav e at least a 
quasi-gov emmental body or a 
non-profit corporation.” 
Paul Tunkis, another repre­ 
sentativ e of the dev elopment 
firm, said eating and sleeping 
accommodations must be close 
to the conv ention hall to make 
the conv ention facilities suit­ 
able. 
“ There has to be planning to 
meet today ’s needs, and may be 
10 y ears in adv ance,” he said. 
Tunkis also adv ised that mo­ 
tels be constructed 
“ with a 
dual purpose,” so that if condi­ 
tions change they can be con­ 
v erted into rest homes or re- 


tirement centers. 
Marin affords an ideal loca­ 
tion for conv entions, and “ has 
the areas for tourism,” Tunkis 
noted. 
Harv ey Sawy ers, chairman of 
the Mendocino County Board of 
Superv isors, reported that Men­ 
docino has reached its peak in 
lumbering and agriculture and 
is try ing to dev elop recreation 
to bolster its economy . 
J ohn M. Douglas, director of 
economic dev elopment for Ma­ 
rin County , said Marin has other 
potentials 
for 
dev elopment 
“ right at the moment,” aside 
from the conv ention potential 
“ We’v e got the Point Rey es 
National Seashore,” 
he said. 
“ The ranger logged 177,000 v isi- 


tors last y ear.” 
About 20 persons attended the 
meeting.

Other Muscles Contribute 
To Soreness In The Bock

When y o u go to y o u r do cto r 
fo r a tho ro u gh check-u p , y o u 
i may get an electro cardio gram. 
Yo u will hav e y o u r blo o d p res­ 
su re and p u lse taken. Yo u r ner­ 
v o u s sy stem, y o u r ears, ey es, 
blo o d, u rine, heart and lu ngs 
will be ex amined. 
All o f these are go o d and 
necessary tests. Bu t seldo m are 
mu scles checked fo r strength 
and flex ibility . Few do cto rs test 
y o u to see whether y o u r mu scles 
can manage the weight o f y o u r 
bo dy . 
Yet mu scles hav e a tremen­ 
do u s influ ence o n o v er-all health. 
They ev en affect y o u r metabo ­ 
lism and y o u r emo tio nal life. 
They help keep y o u r entire heart 
and blo o d v essel sy stem in go o d 
shap e. 


Yo u r mu scles are o nly as 
go o d as y o u make them. When 
y o u do n’t u se them p ro p erly , 
they su ffer and so do y o u . 
Neglect o r abu se the mu scles 
that keep y o u r bo dy erect, and 
y o u are bo u nd to get back p ain. 
When mu scles are weak thro u gh 
lack o f ex ercise and tense be­ 
cau se o f irritatio n, they canno t

falls o n the bo nes and ligaments 
o f y o u r sp ine. 
Lo o k at it this way : 
Yo u r sp ine ru ns fro m y o u r 
head to y o u r bu tto cks. It co n­ 
sists, in o rder, o f sev en cerv ical 
o r neck v ertebrae, then 12 do r­ 
sal v ertebrae in the middle 
back, then fiv e lu mbar v erte­ 
brae in the so -called small o f 
the back and, finally , the sac­ 
ru m, a ro u ghly triangu lar bo ne 
that co nnects the sp inal co lu mn 
with the p elv is. 


Vertebrae 
are 
the 
bo ny 
p arts o f the sp ine—bu t they 
are no t directly linked to o ne 
ano ther. Between each is a 
so rt o f ring o f ligament with a 
so ft inner sectio n. These rings 
are called discs — and ho w 
many p eo p le hav e to ld y o u 
they hav e a slip p ed disc, o r 
disc tro u ble? 
Fo rtu nately , slip p ed discs are 
no t q u ite as co mmo n as y o u 
might think. Many p erso ns who 
think they are su ffering fro m 
disc tro u ble are actu ally v ictims 
o f mu scle strain in the back, and 
this co nditio n can be co rrected 
thro u gh ex ercise i ns t e a d o f 
su rgery . 
Besides the discs, there are 
o ther stro ng ligaments jo ining 
the v ertebral bo dies with o ne an­ 
o ther and with the sacru m. On 
the back p art o f each v ertebra 
is a bo ny ring. This ho lds the 
sp inal co rd. The center o f the 
sp inal co rd co nsists o f nerv e 
cells. And aro u nd the center are 
great cables o f nerv e fibers that 
u ltimately jo in the lo wer and 
u p p er p art o f the brain. 
They are a two -way co mmu ni 
catio n s y s t e m — taking the 
brain’s o rders to the mu scles 
and o ther p arts o f the bo dy , and 
retu rning to the brain the sen­ 
satio ns the bo dy enco u nters. 
The sp inal co lu mn 
is the 
shap e o f a gentle figu re “S”. 
It is an elastic stru ctu re o f mu s­ 
cle and bo ne. Bu t, if it is to 
fu nctio n co rrectly , and abso rb 
su dden 
blo ws 
o r 
co ntinu o u s 
strain, it needs help . 


That help co mes fro m the 
tru nk mu scles. All o f them, 
no t o nly the back mu scles, bu t 
the sto mach mu scles, the hip 
flex o rs and ex tenso rs, su p p o rt 
the sp inal co lu mn. They co m­ 
bine to keep it erect, and al­ 
lo w it to mo v e. They p ro tect 
by acting as an o u ter gu ard, 
and if they ’re in go o d co ndi­ 
tio n, they can o ffset damage 
to the sp inal co lu mn itself. 
Wo rking with the back mu s­ 
cles, stro ng sto mach and hip 
mu scles are also imp o rtant to 
av o id back tro u ble. So me p eo ­ 
p le alway s blame their back 
mu scles, bu t the tro u ble may lie 
in these o ther mu scle gro u p s. 
They are o ften the first to weak­ 
en in o u r inactiv e life. 
Su p p o se y o u sp end mo st o f 
y o u r day sitting do wn. Yo u r 
back mu scles are activ e to keep 
y o u fro m to p p ling o v er. Bu t at 
the same time, y o u let y o u r 
sto mach mu scles go slack, and 
y o u r hip -flex o rs are inactiv e as 
well. 
If y o u go t so me ex ercise fo r 


them, 
the 
sitting 
inactiv ity 
wo u ldn't hu rt. Bu t, inev itably , 
y o u do n’t, and the mu scles get 
weak, and they can’t co o p erate 
in keep y o u r back erect. That 
p u ts a greater strain o n the 
back mu scles—and that leads 
to tro u ble. 
Finally , adding tensio n, then 
stiffness, a simp le act may p ro ­ 
du ce the strain that will send 
tho se back mu scles into sp asm 
o f rebellio n. The resu lt: p ain. 


As a matter o f fact, mu s­ 
cle weakness may no t hav e to 
co ntribu te to back tro u ble at 
all. Tensio n—the tensio n o f 
wo rking in o ne p o sitio n to o 
lo ng—can cau se it all by it­ 
self. 


Organic disease cau ses o nly 
a small p ercentage o f back p ain. 
If y o u do su ffer a su dden at­ 
tack o f back p ain, lie do wn o n a 
hard su rface. A hard mattress 
o v er a bo ard is best. The p ain­ 
fu l mu scles sho u ld be co v ered 
with a ho t p ack—to wels dip p ed 
in bo iling water and then co v er­ 
ed by a dry to wel.

The carpal tunnel is a passageway 
in the wrist through which the me­ 
dian nerve passes on its way to the 
thumb and index finger. The narrow 
canal is bounded by bones and fibrous 
tissue and also contains the tendons 
of the flexor muscles of the hand. 
A bottleneck is created when any 
part of the tunnel or its contents 
swell; the nerve is the softest struc­ 
ture and usually suffers first. 
WHEN THIS occurs the victim 
develops numbness, tingling, or 
an aching or burning sensation 
in the hand and fingers. This 
is most noticeable over the palm 
side of the thumb, index, and 
ring fingers. 
The distress is 
sporadic and usually is encoun­ 
tered at night when in bed.

Rub­ 
bing the hand, holding the arm 
up, or dangling it from the side 
of the bed usually brings tem­ 
porary relief.

Prolonged pressure 
on the nerve ultimately leads to 
weakness of the hand muscles. 
Not all pain, tingling, numb­ 
ness, or weakness of the hand 
is due to this condition. Nerve 
conduction tests on the nerve 
help to determine if the im­ 
pulses are passing through nor­ 
mally. 
Some obtain relief when the 
‘wrist is immobilized with a 
band or splint. Hydrocortisone, 
injected into the canal to re­ 
duce the swelling, helps others. 
Diuretics occasionally lessen the 
edema.

Spaceman Bone Loss 
Of Calcium Controlled

WASHINGTON—One of space 
travel’s greatest potential health 
hazards—loss of calcium from 
astronauts’ bones—appears to 
be a smaller problem than prev­ 
iously feared. 
The encouraging news for 
spacmen comes from a recent 
interpretation of medical data

Gemini 7 flight last December. 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank 
Borman and J ames A. Lovell

experimenter. All previous astro­ 
nauts had flown shorter missions. 
The calcium loss from the 
two areas measured has rang­ 
ed up to 12 per cent in some 
astronauts. D o c t o r s don’t 
agree whether such data can 
be extrapolated to the whole 
skeleton. They say that a 12 
per cent loss in bone density 
in the heel doesn’t necessarily 
mean that all bones lose that 
amount.

For the first time in the U.S. 
space program astronauts flew 
in their underwear part of the 
mission on Gemini 7. This en­ 
abled them to move their limbs 
freely, exercising muscles and 
bones. 
Prior to Gemini 7, calcium 
loss averaged two to three times 
the amount lost by he a l t hy 
young volunteers confined to 
hospital beds for the same 
length of time. 
The Gemini 7 finding is con­ 
sidered encouraging but space 
medics would like to see more 
data from additional long space 
flights. The exact percentage of 
the loss hasn’t been calculated 
yet. 
No data is yet available 
from a related experiment 
which sought to evaluate the 
rate and amount of calcium 
change in the spacemen’s 
bodies by comparing amounts 
of calcium eaten in food with 
that excreted. 
Calcium is responsible for 
giving bones their strength and 
hardness and the body contains 
about three pounds of it.

It’s still uncertain whether 
relative immobility of men in 
space or weightlessness is the 
major culprit in softening the 
bones, but it’s definitely known 
that the greatest calcium loss 
was experienced by astronauts 
L. Gordon Cooper and Charles 
Conrad J r., who ate only about 
one-third of their space food 
during their eight days in orbit 
last August.

to back it. 
Mill Valley City Mg r. Bert 
Balmer said the city council was 
opposed, Barrows reported. 
Nevertheless, the commission 
Scheduled a hearing on the pro­ 
posal for its June 2 meeting . 
The plan, proposed by direc­ 
tors of Homestead Valley , Al­ 
monte and Alto sanitary dis­ 
tricts, would tak e in these three 
districts, the city sy stem, and 
the Kay Park Sewer Mainten­ 
ance District operated by the 
county . 
The little Kay Park district 
fig ured in another formation 
proposal for which commission­ 
ers were a little more hopeful 
last nig ht. 
That was the plan to create 
the Tamalpais Community Serv­ 
ices District, which would en­ 
compass 6.25 square miles, g o 
all the way to the Pacific Coast 
and include all of the Tamalpais 
Valley Sanitary District and 
rations of the Almonte and 
Sausalito-Marin City sanitary 
districts, part of the Tamalpais 
Valley Fire Protection District, 
and the Tennessee Valley por­ 
tion of Marincello. 
"¿arrows recommended that 
the Marincello portion, where a 
county service area is planned, 
be tak en from the proposal at 
once. This the c om m i s s i on 
ag reed to do. 


The commission also adopted 
a resolution creating a reorg an­ 
ization committee to study the 
plan, to include one representa­ 
tive each from Almonte and 
Sausalito-Marin City sanitary 
districts and Kay Park Sewer 
Maintenance District. 
Proponents of the new district, 
members of the Tamalpais Val­ 
ley Improvement Club who col­ 
lected a petition with 209 sig na­ 
tures for the new district, said 
the main idea was to provide 
recreation. 


The district would also pro­ 
vide sewer service and g arbag e 
collection. It would not replace 
the fire district, because it would 
not offer fire protection. 
Gale Bishel, a director of the 
Tamalpais Valley Sanitary Dis­ 
trict and one of the sig ners of 
the petition, said he could fore­ 
see the time when the area 
would be served by a larg er 
sewer plant on the Pacific Coast 
The Tamalpais Valley Sani­ 
tary District now contracts with 
Sausalito-Marin City for dis­ 
posal of sewag e. This means, 
Barrows told commissioners, 
that Kay Park Sewer Maintin- 
ance District’s lines “practical­ 
ly cross” those of Tamalpais 
Valley . Kay Park sewag e g oes 
into Mill Valley 's plant. 
Commissioners had hopes that 
creation of a larg e CSD district 
mig ht correct this situation. 
County Supervisor Peter H. 
Behr, a member of the commis­ 
sion, said the proposed Com­ 
munity Services district present­ 
ed an “opportunity of tremen­ 
dous value,” but he said the 
politics would be ex tremely dif­ 
ficult.

Mo st pre-seaso n predictio ns abo ut 
the 196 6 Natio nal League baseball 
race were o n the co nserv ativ e side. 
One, ho wev er, was a. bit ex trav agant. 
Maury Wills said at the o utset o f the 
race that the Do dgers “ co uld run 
away and hide.” 
No Natio nal League team has been 
able to do that in the past decade and 
the way the current race is go ing, no 
h a n le y 
club has display ed an ability to do it 
this y ear. 


ON THE SAME day Wills was 
predicting a po tential Do dger 
runaway , Herman Franks was 
declaring; “ Yo u can thro w a 
blanket o v er half a do zen teams. 
I wo uldn’t think o f try ing to 
predict the o utco me.” 
As the first mo nth o f the cam­ 
paign nears an end, it is po ssible 
to thro w a blanket o v er half 
a do zen teams but o ne o f them 
is no t Cincinnati. Th$ Reds, 
witho ut Frank Ro binso n, are o ff 
to their shakiest start in y ears 
and Bill DeWitt who traded the 
big belter to the Orio les fo r 
Milt Pappas, is hearing abo ut 
that trade fro m Cro sley Field 
fans. 


THE QUICK getaway o f the 
Pirates this y ear is in marked 
co ntrast to the way they started 
the 196 5 campaign. A y ear ago

In a suit filed in U.S. District 
Court at Mobile yesterday, the fed­ 
eral government asks that Clark’s 
opponent, Wilson Baker, be declared 
the winner.

The government suit seeks to 
overturn the action of the county’s Democratic Elec­ 
tion Committee, which supports Clark’s contention 
that ballots in six of the county’s 80 
voting precincts were handled im­ 
properly.

Fulbright Calls Saigon Brothel

Structure Now Uncovered 


BERKLEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
The ingredient in the human 
body that makes one man six- 
feet-four and another four-feet- 
nine 
has 
finally 
been 
pin­ 
pointed and taken apart. 
A team of scientists at the 
University of California, after 
years of research, has isolated 
HGH—the Human Growth Hor­ 
mone—and broken it down into 
188 chemical units. Their work 
was reported yesterday in the 
Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Chemical Society.

GM Cutback 


Hits Workers 


By Hundreds 


DETROIT (AP) - Several 
hundred auto production work­ 
ers have been laid off and 
hundreds more face furloughs 
because General Motors Corp. 
is cutting back production for 
the first time in five years. 
GM, the world’s largest auto­ 
maker, said yesterday the cut­ 
backs were to “get production 
schedules in line with current 
stocks in the field.” 
GM was the only one of the 
big auto firms to announce cut­ 
backs. 
At the same time. Ford sched­ 
uled 10 of its assembly plants on 
overtime operations Saturday. 
Chrysler and American Motors 
were on regular five-day weeks. 
All the companies were ex­ 
pected to be mentioned today in 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff’s report 
on auto defects.

Religion Hurt 


In North Korea, 


Report Shows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 
gress was told today there is 
ample evidence that Communist 
North Korea has attempted to 
eradicate 
Christianity, 
while 
religious persecution in North 
Viet Nam has been concealed 
and indirect. 
A Library of Congress report, 
prepared for the Senate Internal 
Security 
subcommittee, 
said 
before World War II about 300,- 
000 Christians lived in the north 
of Korea. 
This number had dropped to 
about 200.000 by 1949, the reporl 
said, and “just before North 
Korea started the Korean war 
the Communist persecution ol 
Christianity intensified.” 
In North Viet Nam. the Com* 
munist regime has avoided open 
religious persecution, the study 
said. But it added that a close 
examination 
shows 
indirect 
means of persecution through 
land reform and counter revolu­ 
tionary activities. 
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Kerr's charges that the 1965 re­ 
port — which said Communists 
revolt — was largely inaccurate 
and based on “ half truths” and 
“ distortions.” 
Kerr also had asked that the 
1965 report be stripped of the 
shield of legislative immunity, 
which means that since it is an 
official legislative document, its 
contents cannot be held liable 
for court action. 
“ We wish to make it clear,” 
states the 1966 report, “ that this 
immunity, b e i n g specifically 
conferred by statute, is not sub­ 
ject to waiver.” 
The committee accused Kerr 
of harboring a “ hostile attitude” 
toward its activities, saying he 
not only did not solicit the com­ 
mittee's help in seeking out Com­ 
munist activities on 
campus 
“ but actually took steps that 
tended to prevent its being giv­ 
en.” 
The committee cited reports 
of widespread student homosex­ 
uality, dances with lewd themes 
and the presentation of “ dis­ 
gusting, debased spectacles” on 
campus in concluding that under 
Kerr, the campus “ sank to a new 
low.” 
Specifically mentioned were 
the appearance on campus of the 
San Francisco Mime Troupe, 
whose shows were banned from 
San Francisco’s public parks; 
and a dance sponsored by the 
Vietnam Day Committee that 
featured the showing of pictures 
in which nude torsos “ were ex­ 
hibited in a sensual and provoca- j 
tive manner.” 
At the dance, the committee 
said, the smell of marijuana ! 
“ pervaded the area.” many of 
the dancers were intoxicated and ! 
“ sexual misconduct was blat- • 
ant.” 
Turning to homosexuality, the 
committee cited a story in the 
student newspaper. The Daily 
Californian that asserted 2,700 of 
the 27,000 
Berkeley students 
were homosexual, 
i 
Jim Branson, editor of the 
Berkeley Daily Californian, said 
the information was published 
in one of a five-part series on 
homosexuality and was obtained 
from Harold Call, president of 
the Nattachine Society of San 
Francisco, a homophile group. 
Branson said, “ His estimate 
was based on a Kinsey report 
figure that one in ten men 
studied had most of their sexual 
experiences with men.” 
Branson said the article was 
not intended as a sociological 
survey. He said it is a mistake 
to consider the campus “ a cen­ 
ter for sexual deviation.” 
The committee gave 16 pages 
to what it called “The Eli Katz 
Case.” and Kerr’s handling of it. 
The committee said Katz lied 
when, in 1957. he signed a loy­ 
alty oath at the University of 
California at Los Angles saying 
he had not been a member of 
a Communist organization for 
five years. The oath was neces­ 
sary before Katz could get a job 
at UCLA. 
Katz joined the Berkeley fac­ 
ulty in 1963 but failed to get his 
contract renewed when the ad-1 
ministration decided he had lied 
about his past when signing the 
ioyalth oath. 
Katz then took a position at 
Western Reserve University but 
was offered his UC post back in 
December 1965 after strong pro­ 
tests from Berkeley f a c u l t y 
groups. He accepted the offer 
and is scheduled to report for 
the fall term this year.

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GOP Leaders Reluctantly 
Agree To Move On Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
Assembly’s Republican leader 
said today he opposes the latest 
compromise plan to avoid a tax 
hike but indicated the GOP is 
ready to lift its budget blockade, 
anyway. 
Minority Leader Robert T. 
Monagan, R - Tracy, made the 
statem ent as lawmakers pre­ 
pared to send all their unsolved 
problems to conference commit­ 
tees where final agreem ents will 
be made behind closed doors. 
Monagan, optimistic a settle­ 
ment was in sight, said “ most 
of the m ajor issues are moving 
in the direction of resolution.” 
“ I’m not very much in favor 
of the program ,” he said of the 
compromise. 
Approved by the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee yesterday, the plan would 
make some $240 million avail­ 
able by accruing—or counting in 
advance — half of the expected 
personal income tax revenues. 
This would be on top of the 
$243 million that 
would 
come 
from Democratic Gov. Brown’s 
plan to count the sales, inherit­ 
ance and other taxes in ad­ 
vance. 
All told, it would give the Fi­ 
nance Departm ent about $483 
million without raising taxes in 
an election year — all available 
for making up a budget deficit 
of about $250 million* reducing 
a $295 million state construction 
bond issue; putting aside a sur­ 
plus or boosting school aid. 
Assembly Speaker J e s s e M. 


Assemblymen 


Unruh and Assembly Republi­ 
cans had advocated including 
all the personal income tax in 
the new accrual system. Brown 
had said only part of the state 
revenues should be counted in 
advance. 
But he agreed to meet them 
halfway, putting at least 50 per 
cent of the income tax under 
accrual. The plan was quickly 
approved by the Assembly Rev­ 
enue and Taxation Committee, 
with most Republicans dissent­ 
ing 
The Assembly may vote 
Monday. 
“ The governor doesn’t agree 
with it, but agreed on it to keep 
the bill 
moving.” 
said John 
Sheehan, deputy director of fi­ 
nance. 


Monagan reiterated the GOP 
still wants all income taxes in­ 
cluded in the system — along 
with reduction of the construc­ 
tion bond issue, budget cuts of 
at least $55 million and a re­ 
serve fund. 
But he conceded the Republi­ 
cans—outnumbered 49-31 in the 
house—can’t prevent Democrats 
from mustering the 41 votes 
needed for approval of the ac 
crual bill. 
And 
he 
emphasized 
“ we'll 


look at the budget as a separate 
item ,” indicating the Republi­ 
cans will not refuse to vote for 
the budget if their other terms 
are not fully met. A two-thirds 
majority of 54 is needed for As­ 
sembly approval of the spending 
bill and the GOP has refused, 
so far. to supply the five votes 
needed for passage. 
He said the Republican budget 
cutting p r o g r a m , to be an­ 
nounced Monday, will be “ pret­ 
ty definitive,” but added the 
Republicans are willing to talk 
about revising it. 


Plans were afoot for confer­

The Senate and the Assembly 
are expected to come up with 
different versions of all the is­ 
sues.

Attorneys Assail Yorty 
On Proposition 14 Remark 


LOS ANGELES (U PI)-M ayor 
Samuel W. Yorty was assailed 
yesterday by three top-ranking 
lawyers for his attacks against 
decisions of the State Supreme 
Court and one of the attorneys 
said he might seek disbarment 
proceedings against the mayor. 


Attoney 
Glendon 
Tremaine, 
president of the county Bar As­ 
sociation, and attorneys Herman 
F. Selvin and Samuel 0. Pruitt 
Jr., defended 
the 
high 
court 
from Yorty’s “ Uunfair, unjusti­ 
fied and inaccurate” statements. 


Tremaine told a news confer­ 
ence that the m ayor’s “ zeal for 
high office does not justify a 
libel of the Supreme Court of 
this state.” 


Yorty, seeking the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
June 7 prim ary, said Wednesday 
that the high court had violated 
“ the spirit, if not the letter.” of 
the law by “ delaying it deci­ 
sion on Proposition 14,” the 1964 
ballot 
measure 
which 
invali­ 
dated the state’s fair housing 
laws. 


The mayor had implied that 
; the court was holding 
up 
its 
decision until after the primary 
as a favor to Gov. Edmund G. 
i Brown, himself a candidate for 


nomination for re-election to his 
third term. 


Selvin and Pruitt had argued 
against and for constitutionality 
of the amendment respectively. 
Selvin said “ to falsely pub­ 
lish a court decision has been 
held to be contempt of court 
and the law should be applied 
to Mayor Yorty, just like any­ 
one else.” 
He said Yorty. also an attor­ 
ney, libeled the court by charg­ 
ing it haf been “ perverted for 
political purposes.” 
Selvin said that “ this is des­ 
picable conduct. Being a candi­ 
date does not relieve Yorty of 
his duties as a lawyer.” 


The attroney noted that bar 
associations 
can 
recommend 
court discipline of their mem­ 
bers “ up to and including dis­ 
barment. 
“ I have not decided whether 
or not to ask the Los Angeles 
County Bar Association to take 
action.” Selvin said, “ but if I 
wake up some morning and find 
I’ve decided to do just that, it 
won’t surprise me a bit.” 


Attorney Phill Silver, one of 
Yorty’s long-time political sup­ 
porters, termed the m ayor’s as­ 
sault on the court “scandalous, 
unfair and unjustified.”

Brown replied that if the as­ 
semblymen convince growers to 
meet the $1.40 hourly minimum 
wage demanded by the govern­ 
ment for workers, “ I will f l y1 
back to Washington, if neces­ 
sary. to get prompt action.”

Follow The Lines To Find Your Supervisorial District 


REDISTRICTING IS 
STILL CONFUSING 


Supervisorial Candidate Must Be Sure 


Which Side Of The Street They're On 


The three campaigners for 
election as First District super­ 
visor in Marin County some­ 
times find themselves talking 
to people they think are their 
constituents, only to be informed 
that the votes they are wooing 
are cast in the Fourth District 
—which does not elect a super­ 
visor this year. 


And if the candidates are con­ 
fused, many people are more so. 
Change of supervisorial dis­ 
trict boundaries a year ago 
last December wiped out the 
simple following of city lines. 
To more nearly approach a 
“ one man, one vote*’ 
goal, 
the supervisors enlarged the 
formerly rural Fourth Dis­ 
trict by projecting it in an 
irregularly 
shaped corridor 
through the Second district to 
the shore of San Pablo Bay 
and back again through the 
heart of San Rafael. 
They also added the San Ger- 
onimo Valley and part of the 
Tomales area, formerly in the 
Fifth supervisorial district, to 
the Fourth district. 
The Fourth district is repre­ 
sented by Supervisor Thomas T. 
Storer, whose term has two 
more years to run. So voters in 
the San Geronimo Valley and 
the 
Marshall-Tomales 
area 
which was added to the Fourth 
district will not vote for super­ 
visor this year. Supervisor Wil­ 
liam A. Gnoss of the Fifth Dis­ 
trict, whom they helped re-elect 
four years ago, is running this 
year with Lynes Downing as 
opponent. But the San Geronimo 
Valley-Tomales residents who 
have been redistricted must go 
two more years—a total of six 
years—between chances to elect 
a supervisor. 
It*« in former parts of the 
First district which were sliced 
away to enlarge the Fourth 
that the real confusion arises, 
though. Candidates John F. 
Mclnnis. Melvin Warneback, 
and William F. Upton have to 
be careful which side of the 
street they work—literally. 
The map on the opposite page 


shows the portion of the county 
where confusion is greatest. 
At the bottom appears the 
northern part of the Third Dis­ 
trict (represented by Peter H. 
Behr and not electing a super­ 
visor this year). 


Directly north of it is the cor­ 
ridor that carries the Fourth 
district to the shore of the bay. 
A dog-leg of the Fourth dis­ 
trict runs back inland at San 
Rafael from the right edge of 
the map, taking in most of the 
lower portion of the city. Its 
northern edge follows the San 
Rafael Canal from the edge of 
this map to the bay. 
North of that is First District, 
where a supervisor is to be 
elected. 
All residents of the upper 
Fourth District portion shown 
on this map resided in the 
First district until the redis­ 
ricting. However, they are 
now represented by Supervisor 
Storer and will not vote for 
supervisor this year. 
The new Second district line 
created by the Fourth district 
corridor, also shown on the map, 
does not affect the current cam­ 
paign since the Second District 
has no election this year.

College Stature Growing 
To Enhance All Of Marin 


College of Marin, originally known 
as Marin Junior College, is celebrating 
its 40th anniversary this week, along 
with the dedication of its new million 
dollar College Center. 
Since the Marin Junior College Dis­ 
trict's first board of trustees was elect­ 
ed May 7, 1926, the college has grown 
tremendously in both physical plant 
and in student population. 
Even outstripping the p h y s i c a l 
growth has been the constantly rising 
stature of the college, both as an edu­ 
cational institution and the center of 
cultural exchange and enhancement 
for the entire community. 
The college has student leaders and 
publications which speak out with 
courage on topics of the day. 
Even 
more important than frank expression 
have been the sophistication and re­ 
sponsibility with which college spokes­ 
men have addressed themselves to the 
problems at hand. 
In discussing the sale of cigarettes 
on campus, or vandalism in the newly 
built center, or problems of student 
dress and behavior, the student body 
has demonstrated the ability to make 
its view' known in an orderly and re­ 
sponsible manner.

'Creative Federalism' Just Meanjs 


m 
More Control From Washington 


WASHINGTON - Have ro 
doubt about it, President Lyn­ 
don B. 
Johnson’s “creative 
federalism” is going to create 
more federalism, 
not more 
state-ism. 
The President will soon send 
to Congress his message on 
this subject. 
However he defines “crea­ 
tive federalism,” there will be 
more federal grants-in-aid to 
the states, more federal in­ 
fluence in deciding what state 
government ought to do for 
its people, more federal con­ 
trol, and a constantly bigger 
central government. 


MOST PEOPLE don’t like 
this ever-larger flow of power 
to Washington but seem to 
feel that it is hopeless to try 
to do anything about it. 
If the only way to enable 
the states to provide the public 
services which are urgently 
needed—and often long neg­ 
lected—is for the federal gov­ 
ernment to lay out the plans, 
provide most of the money, 
and supervise how it is spent, 
there would be a strong case 
for doing more of the same. 
The price would be heavy— 
the decay of state government. 
But there is another way and 
now is a propitious moment for 
the governments, the state leg­ 
islatures, and the mayors to 
mount a national campaign to 
persuade Congress and, if pos­ 
sible, the President, to support 
the plan to return to the states 
a moderate share of the bur­ 
geoning federal revenue. 


THIS IS THE crucial time to 
press the revenue-sharing plan 
for three reasons: 
1. The defeat of the Dirksen 
Amendment to dilute the Su­ 
preme Court's one-voter-one- 
vote requirement for reappor­ 
tioning state legislatures means 
that state government will be­ 
come more responsible and re­ 
sponsive. It will unshackle the 


state 
legislatures 
f r o m -a 
minority veto. 
2. The affluent federal gov­ 
ernment has so pre-empted the 
sources of tax income that to­ 
day there is hardly a state 
which has the resources to do 
the things needed to be done. 
Without any increase irt the 
tax rate, federal revenues are 
mounting by $6 to $7 billion 
every year. Most of the states 
which critically need to ex­ 
pand spending are poverty- 
stricken. 
3. We are almost certainly 
at the point of no return. 
Either we will have a meaning­ 
ful revenue-sharing plan or the 
federal government will in 
creasingly take over more and 
more functions that should be 
done by states simply since 
the states do not have the 
resources. 


IN THE END this will mean 
that nearly all political power 
will rest in Washington and 
the states will become mere 
administrative agents. 
This revenue - sharing plan 
has its roots in both parties. 
Its principal initiators were 
Walter E. Heller, former chair­ 
man of the Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers under both 
Kennedy and Johnson, and a 
Johnson-appointed task force 
on 
intergovernmental 
fiscal 
cooperation. 
It has been ably advocated 
by two Republican groups, 
the Ripon Society and a special 
task force of the Republican 
Coordinating 
Committee. 
It 
has been strongly endorsed by 
the Governors C o n f e r e n c e 
made up of 33 Democratic and 
17 Republican governors. 
In 
a 
let’s-reason-together 
spirit LBJ likes to call on the 
governors to support him on 
such controversial matters as 
Viet Nam and inflation. 
It 
might be a good idea for the 
governors to reason together 
with LBJ on revenue-sharing 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Huge Construction 
Projects For Asia 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN 
and PAUL SCOTT 


WASHINGTON - Military 
construction in South Vi e t 
Nam and Thailand is being ex­ 
panded by 50 per cent to $1.5 
billion and greatly speeded up 
to take care of a big build-up 
of U.S. military forces in the 
two countries. 
By fall, the labor force em­ 
ployed in Viet Nam is slated 
to total more than 85.000, in­ 
cluding 20.000 U.S. military 
and 5.000 civilian personnel. 


THIS CONSTRUCTION force 
will aproximately double the 
45.000 now working on air­ 
fields, 
ports, 
docks, 
roads, 
bridges, warehouses, canton­ 
ments and air defenses for 
major South Viet Nam cities. 
Other workers on these proj­ 
ects will include 60,000 Viet­ 
namese, half of whom will be 
from Army units, and 10.000 
Koreans and Filipinos. 
Construction p e r s o n n e l in 
Thailand will 
be 
increased 
from 10.000 to 20,000 to rush 
to completion a network of air, 
naval and communication in­ 
stallations and facilities for 
use in the Viet Nam fighting. 
These and other still-to-be- 
disclosed details of the ex­ 
panded military building pro­ 
gram in support of Viet Nam 
operations were outlined by 
President Johnson and Defense 
Secretary 
McNamara 
at 
a 
White House conference with 
Democratic congressional lead­ 
ers. 


THE LEGISLATORS were 
told the construction schedule 
calls for completion of all ma­ 
jor projects by the fall of 1967 
— significant indication of the 
estimated duration of the Viet 
Nam war. 
"We are making plans on

U. S. 
forces will be in Viet Nam 
for a long time,” the Presi­ 
dent is credited as telling the 
lawmakers. "The deployment 
of troops will continue through 
the fall of 1967 when most of 
these projects will be com­ 
pleted.'* 


Secretary McNamara indi­ 
cated that the expanded build­ 
ing program is designed to 
handle the deployment and 
logistics for upward of 500,000 
troops in that area, should this 
number be deemed necessary. 
An estimated 300.000 troops 
will be in South Viet Nam by 
Aug. 1. 


Many of the Viet Nam proj­ 
ects for which Congress voted 
funds in 1965 and early this 
yea#, such as development of 
the harbor at Camrahn Bay, 
will be completed by Sept. I. 
Other 
major 
installations, 
including of four jet airfields 
and harbor facilities and stor- 
are areas near Saigon, will not 
be finished until 1967. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA 
stressed that completion of 
these projects will largely de­ 
termine the number of troops 
and equipment the U.S. can 
support in Viet Nam. 
Listed as under construction 
are 14 airfields and ports near 
Dh Nang, Chu Lai, Qui Nhon. 
Nha Trang, Phan Rang, Vung 
Tau and Tan San Nhut. The 
site lor a large jet base, cap­ 
able of handling the strategic 
B-52 bombers, is still to be 
selected. 
In Thailand, the largest air­ 
field in Asia is being built at 
Sattship. Under the acceler­ 
ated program, pipelines and 
storage facilities with connect­ 
ing roads will be completed 
this year instead of 1967. 
Three other airfields in north­ 
ern Thailand, now being used 
for bombing attacks on North 
Viet Nam and the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in Laos, are under­ 
going extensive expansion and 
improvement. 
Despite t h i s tremendous 
building activity, General Wil­ 
liam Westmoreland, command­ 
er in Viet Nam, is understood 
to be urging that the number 
of military construction units 
be doubled. His recommenda­ 
tion has been pigeon holed for 
the time 
being while new 
Army construction battalions 
and supporting logistical units 
are being formed.

“Let us go over to this 
cage,” Prof Applebaum said. 
“ I’m going to put a topless 
bathing suit on this mouse. 
Note what happens to the male 
mice that are swimming in the 
tiny pool when the female 
mouse appears.” 
“Two of the male mice are 
drowning,” I said. 
“ It happens every time. The 
males get so agitated they 
forget how to swim.” 
“These experiments could 
have fantastic repercussions,” 
I told the professor. “ What 
is over in that cage?” 
‘These 
are 
female 
mice 
dressed in evening clothes. 
You will notice there are large 
holes cut in their dresses, and 
their bosoms are practically 
bare except for tiny band-aids. 
“There is a little music box 
in the cage. When I turn on the 
music, the female mice will 
dance. Watch what happens 
to the male mice when I flip 
this switch.” 
“ Heaven preserve us,” I 
yelled. “The male mice have 
lost all control. They’re chas­ 
ing the female mice all over 
the cage.” 


“THE MALES have passed 
what 1 call the ‘sex threshold,’ 
which could be comparable to 
the sound barrier. There is no 
way of calming them down.” 
“ Don’t 
the 
female 
mice 
know what they have done?” 
“They know, but they don’t 
care.” 
“ But if you translate this 
into human terms, it could 
mean . . . ” 
“Exactly," Prof. Applebaum 
said. “We’re nearing the sex 
threshold now. By summer we 
may have passed it.”

male 
mouse that isn’t doing any­ 
thing. Does that mean there’s 
some hope?” 
“ No, he’s blind. He was left 
over from our cigarette ex­

Golf Course Offer, Park Bonds 


Merit Close Study By Citizens 


The following lines were cut from 
my copy last week because of space 
requirements: “There is another proj­ 
ect of the Ross Valley supervisor 
which is difficult to understand. That 
is the gift to the county of a golf 
course just over White’s Hill. Quite 
a number of people have said they 
feel the benefits (and to whom) are 
somewhat ‘obscure’ indeed.” 
I had intended to discuss this 
in some detail this week and 
was delighted to find that the 
editorial last Friday was head­ 
lined, 
“Golf 
Course 
Offer 
Sounds Good, But Requires 
Study.” Then in the letters to 
the editor section, on Monday, 
Mrs. Edward Kaenel of San 
Anselmo, in a four paragraph 
note, said she found the “offer” 
had several points that were 
“confusing.” 
Following this, on Tuesday, 
was a news story that the 
Kentfleld Civic League had 
voted unanimously to oppose 
two county park land pur­ 
chases — one the 18 acres of 
park land, in Kentfield, from 
the San Francisco Catholic 
Archdiocese and the other the 
purchase (gift) of the San 
G e r ó n i m o 
National 
Golf 
Course. 


THEY WERE quoted as say­ 
ing, 
“Nobody i n 
Kentfield 
needs or has asked for a 
park.” 
The 
Kentfield 
site, 
which is being pushed by the 
Ross Valley supervisor, ¿ the 
same area he was urging, in 
1964, be used for Senior Citi­ 
zen low rent housing units. 
The editorial about the golf 
course made this point: “ . . . 
a venture of this kind calls 
for caution. A careful analy­ 
sis. both legal and economic, 
would be in order before we 
commit ourselves to this pro­ 
posal, however inviting it may 
be . . . . 
“ While this may be a bona 
fide offer by owners dedicated 
as much to conservation as to 
commercial gain, we would 
not want hasty acts now to es­ 
tablish precedents for the fu­ 
ture.” The Ross Valley man 
was quoted in the April 27 
issue of the I-J that he had 
been working on this idea, “ for 
more than a year.” He has 
been on the board for a year 
and four months. 


HERE ARE SOME of the 
things to be considered: Is 
the operation of th e Golf 
Course paying? If so, why the 
offer? Is it not a fact that 
in order to have a non-profit 
corporation take over and is­ 
sue bonds a public agency 
such as the county must own 
the land? And further is it 
not a fact that this plan would 
immediately pay off the pri­ 
vate investment instead of this 
being extended over a long 
period of years? 


THE AUDITOR-CONTROL- 
LERS’S office, while I was 
supervisor, made a very care­ 
ful computation of such an 
arrangement through a non­ 
profit corporation, when we 
were trying to finance the 
Juvenile 
Hall 
and 
County 
Farm improvements. 
He told us there was a “find­ 
ers fee” and that in addition 
to the interest there were 
many other carrying charges 
(extra 
points, 
etc.) 
which 
made the plan somewhat too 
expensive to be considered 
when other m e t h o d s were 
available. 
So I sort of wonder just 
how the bonds would be paid 
off without a sizable hike in 
the green fees and if this 
would not be difficult in a 
competitive field. 
The final paragraph of the 
editorial went like this: “We 
do not want to set any prece­ 
dent that would encourage pro­ 
moters to use the county as an 
unwitting tool for private fi­ 
nancial gain.” 
I would like to applaud the 
San Anselmo city council for 
its refusal to tell the people 
of their city how to vote on 
the (4.3 million park bonds. If 
a governing body is submitting 
a bond issue, I believe it is 
perfectly proper for the mem­ 
bers to present any advan­ 
tage to the taxpayers incident 
to the passage, but the city 
councib are not submitting 
these park bonds. It is the 
Board of Supervisors. 
I hope to discuss this $4.3

Needs Buildings To House Them 


Conventions, which would be 
a natural industry for Marin, 
have been turned away for lack 
of facilities, according to Ray 
C. Schultz, chairman of the con­ 
vention and facilities commit­ 
tee of the Marin Visitors Bur­ 
eau. 
____ 
“Were not out for large con­ 
ventions,” Schultz said last eve­ 
ning at a dinner meeting of the 
committee at Sabella’s restaur­ 
ant. 
"We want the overflow 


from San Francisco, 
conven­ 
tions of 200-300-400, up to 1,000.” 
The Veterans Memorial Audi­ 
torium at the Civic Center will 
provide some facilities for con­ 
ventions, “but we’re still lack­ 
ing housing,” Schultz said. ‘‘If 
we had the facilities, we could 
have the conventions.” 
Schultz said the committee is 
seeking a means of financing 
convention facilities in conjunc­ 
tion with the memorial auditor­ 


ium. 
Ralph Devine, a representa­ 
tive of the Six Bay Counties De­ 
velopment Corp., a small busi­ 
ness development corporation, 
said federal economic develop­ 
ment funds would be available. 
“You could form a special tax 
district or a non-profit corpora­ 
tion or there could be private 
financing,” he said. 
There were strenuous objec­ 
tions when 
Devine 
said 
the 


county could finance a motel 
near the Veterans Memorial. 
“I was using the term county 
loosely,” he explained. 
“But 
you have to have at least a 
quasi-govemmental body or a 
non-profit corporation.” 
Paul Tunkis, another repre­ 
sentative of 
the 
development 
firm, said eating and sleeping 
accommodations must be close 
to the convention hall to make 
the convention 
facilities suit­ 
able. 
“There has to be planning to 
meet today's needs, and maybe 
10 years in advance,” he said. 
Tunkis also advised that mo­ 
tels be constructed 
“ with 
a 
dual purpose,” so that if condi­ 
tions change they can be con­ 
verted into rest homes or re- 


tirement centers. 
Marin affords an ideal loca­ 
tion for conventions, and “has 
the areas for tourism,” Tunkis 
noted. 
Harvey Sawyers, chairman of 
the Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors, reported that Men­ 
docino has reached its peak in 
lumbering and agriculture and 
is trying to develop recreation 
to bolster its economy. 
John M. Douglas, director of 
economic development for Ma­ 
rin County, said Marin has other 
potentials 
f o r 
development 
“right at the moment,” aside 
from the convention potential. 


“We’ve got the Point Reyes 
National Seashore,” 
he said. 
“The ranger logged 177,000 visi- 


tors last year.” 
About 20 persons attended the 
meeting.

(AP) - 
She has met the president of 
South Korea and attended a 
state reception in honor of Pres­ 
ident Johnson, but America’s 
1966 Mother of the Year doesn’t 
own a pair of white gloves. 
Mrs. Harry Holt, 61, describes 
herself as a farm woman who 
doesn’t need a lot of fancy 
clothes, yet her activities have 
taken her to Latin America, 
Asia and across the United 
States. 
“ I get around quite a bit for 
an old lady with 14 children,” 
she says. 


MRS. 
H O L T 
was 
named 
America’s Mother of the Year 
Wednesday night in Washington. 
She already is Oregon’s Mother 
of the Year. 
She is a widow who has helped 
3,500 
Korean 
orphans find 
homes in the United States. In 
1955, Mrs. Holt and her husband, 
who died in 1964, started an 
adoption program by bringing 
eight Asian children into their 
farm home. 
From then until his death, 
Holt spent more than half his 
time in Korea while Mrs. Holt 
found herself in Creswell, near 
Eugene in the Willamette Val­ 
ley, raising a second family, 
running a mushrooming adop­ 
tion service, and working as a 
one - woman 
public 
relations 
agency for the program. 
“Things were never the same 
after Harry arrived with our 
eight little ones,” she said. “ At 
first we had five in diapers at 
once. Our ‘first family’ was a 
great deal of help.” 
The Holts spent most of their 
private assets supporting the 
babylift operation and the or­ 
phanage which today has 36 
buildings and houses 557 chil­ 
dren. 


HOLT ONCE was called a 
“ slave trader” by the North 
Korean government and fought 
a continuing battle with social 
workers, U. S. immigration laws 
and adoption procedures.

Other Muscles Contribute 
To Soreness In The Back

When you go to your doctor 
a thorough check-up. you 
may get an electrocardiogram 
You will have your blood pres­ 
sure and pulse taken. Your ner­ 
vous system, your ears, eyes, 
blood, urine, heart and lungs 
will be examined. 
All of these are good and 
necessary tests. But seldom are 
muscles checked for strength 
and flexibility. Few doctors test 
you to see whether your muscles 
can manage the weight of your 
body 
Yet muscles have a tremen­ 
dous influence on over-all health. 
They even affect your metabo­ 
lism and your emotional life, I 
They help keep your entire heart 
and blood vessel system in good | 
shape. 


Your muscles are only as 
good as you make them. When 
you don’t use them properly, 
they suffer and so do you. 


do their share of keeping the 
body erect, and too much strain 
falls on the bones and ligaments 
of your spine. 
Look at it this way: 
Your spine runs from y o u r 
head to your buttocks. It con­ 
sists, in order, of seven cervical 
or neck vertebrae, then 12 dor­

brae in the so-called small of 
the back and. finally, the sac­ 
rum, a roughly triangular bone 
that connects the spinal column 
with the pelvis.

Finally, adding tension, then 
stiffness, a simple act may pro­ 
duce the strain that will send 
those back muscles into spasm 
of rebellion. The result: pain. 


As a m atter of fact, mus­ 
cle weakness may not have to 
contribute to back trouble at 
all. Tension—the tension of 
working in one position ton 
long—can cause it all by it­ 
self.

Gemini 7 flight last December 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank 
Borman and James A. Lovell 
Jr. lost "considerably less” cal­ 
cium and other nutrients in X- 
ray measurements of their heel 
bones and fingertips than any 
other astronauts, reports Dr. 
Pauline Mack, a space agency 
experimenter. All previous astro­ 
nauts had flown shorter missions. 
The calcium loss from the 
two areas measured has rang­ 
ed up to 12 per cent in some 
astronauts. D o c t o r s don’t 
agree whether such data can 
be extrapolated to lhe whole 
skeleton.

The fact that Borman and 
Lovell ate and drank better 
and exercised more in space 
than other astronauts seems to 
account for the smaller calci­ 
um loss from their bones, Dr.

Commission Executive Officer 
Jo|ffi F. Barrows told the com- 
nM on he saw little hope for 
craition of a Southern Marin 
S ^tary Dtetrict that would con- 
solUate four district systems 
and Mill Valley’s system, unless 
the City of Mill Valley agreed 
to back it. 
Mill Valley City Mgr. Bert 
Balmer said the city council was 
opposed, Barrows reported. 
Nevertheless, the commission 
^heduled a hearing on the pro­ 
posal for its June 2 meeting. 
The plan, proposed by direc­ 
tors of Homestead Valley, Al- 
nkinte and Alto sanitary dis- 
tftets, would take in these three 
districts, the city system, and 
the Kay Park Sewer Mainten­ 
ance District operated by the 
county. 
The littie Kay Park district 
figured in another formaticm 
proposal for which commission­ 
ers were a little more hopeful 
last night. 
That was the plan to create 
the Tamalpais Community Serv­ 
ices District, which would en­ 
compass 6.25 square mUes, go 
all the way to the Pacific Coast 
and include all of the Tamalpais 
Valley Sanitary District and 
mrtions of the Almonte and 
Sausalito-Marin City sanitary 
districts, part of the Tamalpais 
Valley Fire Protection District, 
and the Tennessee Valley por- 
Uon of Marincello. 
" ¿arrows recommended that 
the Marincello porticxi, where a 
county service area is planned, 
be taken from the proposal at 
once. This the c o m m i s s i o n 
agreed to do. 


The commission also adopted 
a resolution creating a reorgan­ 
ization committee to study the 
plan, to include <me representa­ 
tive each from Almonte and 
Sausalito-Marin City sanitary 
districts and Kay Park Sewer 
Maintenance District. 
Proponents of the new district, 
members of the Tamalpais Val­ 
ley Improvement Club who col­ 
lected a petition with 209 signa­ 
tures for the new district, said 
the main idea was to provide 
recreation. 
The district would also pro­ 
vide sewer service and garbage 
collection. It would not replace 
the fire district, because it would 
not offer fire protection. 
Gale Bishel, a director of the 
Tamalpais Valley Sanitary Dis­ 
trict and one of the signers of 
the petition, said he could fore­ 
see the time when the area 
would be served by a larger 
sewer plant on the Pacific Coast 
The Tamalpais Valley Sani­ 
tary District now contracts with 
Sausalito-Marin Qty for dis­ 
posal of sewage. This means, 
Barrows told commissioners, 
that Kay Park Sewer Maintin- 
ance District’s lines “practical­ 
ly cross’’ those of Tamalpais 
Valley. Kay Park sewage goes 
into Mill Valley’s plant. 
Commissioners had hopes that 
creation of a large CSD district 
might correct this situation. 
County Supervisor Peter H. 
Behr, a member of the commis­ 
sion, said the proposed Com­ 
munity Services district present­ 
ed an “opportunity of tremen­ 
dous value,’’ but he said the 
politics would be extremely dif­ 
ficult. 
The committee is to report on 
the merits of the proposal by 
August.

Maury Wills Was Extravagant In 
His Prediction For L.A. Dodgers 


Most pre-season predictions about 
the 1966 National League baseball 
race were on the conservative side. 
One, however, was a bit extravagant. 
Maury Wills said at the outset of the 
race that the Dodgers “could run 
away and hide.” 
No National League team has been 
able to do that in the past decade and 
the way the current race is going, no 
h a n le y 
club has displayed an ability to do it 
this year. 


ON THE SAME day Wills was 
predicting a potential Dodger 
runaway, Herman Franks was 
declaring: “You can throw a 
blanket over half a dozen teams. 
I wouldn’t think of trying to 
predict the outcome.” 
As the first month of the cam­ 
paign nears an end, it is possible 
to throw a blanket over half 
a dozen teams but one of them 
is not Cincinnati. The Reds, 
without Frank Robinson, are off 
to their shakiest start in years 
and Bill DeWitt who traded the 
big belter to the Orioles for 
Milt Pappas, is hearing about 
that trade from Crosley Field 
fans. 


THE QUICK getaway of the 
Pirates this year is in marked 
contrast to the way they started 
the 1965 campaign. A year ago 
the Pirates could win only nine 
of their first 33 games and 
by May 20 were 13Vk games off 
the pace, even four behind the 
Mets, in the National League 
cellar. 
Then Pittsburgh won 19 of 
their next 20 games and the 
Pirates were back in the race 
but ultimately finished No. 3 
behind the Dodgers and Giants. 


The admirable 1965 comeback 
of the Pirates was the primary 
reason they got top ratings this 
year. 


ALTHOUGH THE Pirates had 
their early season problems last 
year, the Giants were not one 
of them. Of the nine Pirate 
wins in the first 33 games last 
season, three were against the 
Giants who just couldn’t handle 
the Pirates in 1965. The Pirates 
couldn’t win a pennant for them­ 
selves but kept the Giants from 
winning one by beating them 
11-7 over the season's 18 games. 


THE BRAVES and the Phil­ 
lies, among the top rated six, 
thus far have justified the pre­ 
season crystal ball gazing. The 
Braves looked like pennant win­ 
ners on their first visit to Can­ 
dlestick Park when they twice 
belted the Giants into submis­ 
sion, hitting six homers in two 
games. 
Then the Braves were help­ 
less in bowing to the Astros in 
their new ^tlanta home. It’s 
very puzzling how such things 
can happen but that’s baseball 
in the National League where it 
is extremely precarious to make 
extravagant predictions.
